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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 is allowable 
for at least the reason that prior art fails to teach or suggest an optical fiber comprising a core 
region and a cladding region, said core and cladding regions being constituted by at least three 
layers of glass, the fiber having, for at least one wavelength in the wavelength band in use, a 
chromatic dispersion of -83ps/nm/km or more and a fiber diameter of 140 um or more but 200 
um or less as claimed. Claim 9 is allowable for at least the reason that prior art fails to teach or 
suggest an optical fiber comprising a core region and a cladding region, said core and cladding 
regions being constituted by at least three layers of glass, the fiber having a fiber diameter of 140 
um or more but 200 um or less and a coating layer with a thickness of 55 um or less as claimed. 
Claims 2-8 and 10-16 are allowed by virtue of their dependency.
